to a District School. It was a little aman 
te building, blazing in the sun, upon. the 
ighway, without a tree for shade or sight 
ear it; without bush, yard, fence or cir- 
cumstance to take off its bare, cold, hard, 
hateful look. Before the door, in winter, 
Was the pile of wood for fuel, and in sum- 
mer, there were all the chips of the winter's 
wood. In winter we were squeezed into 


There is a beautiful house in 
Salisbury, Conn., just on the edge of the 
woods. It.is worth going miles to see how 
a school-house ought to look. But gener- 
ally the barrenest spot is chosen, the most 
utterly homely building is erected, without 
a tree or shrub; and there those that can't 
do better, pass their pilgrimage of child- 
hood-education. 

We are prejudiced of course. Our views 
and feelings are not to be trusted.

quence of early educational disabilities, be- 
cause, for the large portion of his time, he 
must be a worker, not a learner. Early 
advantages would have given him a doub- 
le power. If we eXpect Our sons to become 
efficient and successful men, we must  in- 
duct them, early into the practical affairs 
of life, as well as provide for their liberal 
education. We must let) them come in 
contact with the effective and productive, 
as well as the scholastic worid. Take a 
hoy from school at fifteen or sixteen, and 
give him two years of close application to 
some business or profession return 
him to school again, and he will acquire a 
more thorough education by the time he is 
nineteen or twenty, than if he had been 
kept at his books the whole period. More- 
over, such a boy will be in little danger of 
being spoiled by learning. this period 
of useful labor, the mental powers are test- 
ed, and aims in life developed, so that the 
subsequent education may have specific 
reference to the future business or profes- 
sion. It is a very difficult thing for a boy 
or his parents, to determine, while the for- 
mer is yet at school, the business for which 
he has a particular adaptation; but let the

In August 
population of London, as we. have seen, 
did not exceed 300,000; the deaths for the

Were about 4,500; consequently, one per-: 


son out of every sixty-six had died. By 
the Sth of September, however, the weekly 
mortality had risen to 6988, which was 
one death for every forty-three inhabitants. 
Before the epidemic et New Orleans can 
le as fatal, the weekly mortality must rise 
to 1860. When it does, ‘“ The Great 
Plague” may be considered to have been 
rivalled but not before. 

Other pestilences, since the London one, 
have been very fatal. In 1720 60,000 per- 
sons perished at Marseilles, or quite half of 
the population. In Egypt, Syria and Bar-

The first pestilence of which we have 
detailed xecount is that recorded by 
Thueydides, and which visited Athens 
about four hundred and thirty years before 
the Christian era, It appears to have 


been identical in kind with the great plague, 


of Loudon in 1666, the accounts written 
of the one applying almost exactly to the 
other. “Phe mortality. which attended it 
seems almost ineredible. It was followed, 
at uneven perids, by other visitations of 
pestilences, which Swept off iillious of the 
himan race, at Rome, Egypt, Syria, and 
finally Constantinople, (ribbon relates that 
in the reign of Justinian, AL 527, a 
plague devastated the empire tor fifty-two 
vears. During a portion of this” time, 
When Constantinople was visited by the 


epidemie, ten thousand persons died daily, 


Two centuries later, two hundred thousand 
persons were carried off, in that capital, 
by another visitation of the plague. In 
the earlier visitation, many smaller cities 
were depopulated by it. Whole districts, 
devoted to agriculture, were abandoned, 
the harvest being left to wither on the 
eround, Gibbon computes the entire mor- 
tality, during the fifty-two years of plague, 
at one hundred millions. 
During the middle ages, the plague 
swept over Europe, several times, with 
frightful violence: Boccaccio has left a 
vivid narrative of its appearance at’ Flor- 
ence, about the middle of the fourteenth 
century, Et bore the name of the * Black 
Death,” and closely resembled the old 
plague of Athens. Visiting England, it 
swept off fifty thousand inhabitants of 
London alone, though the British capital 
had. not, at that time, probably more than 
two hundred thousand ‘inhabitants. Fifty: 
years later the plague appeared again in 
Londou, when thirty thousand persons per- 
ished of it within a twelve-month. In 1517, 


an epidemic called the “Sweating Sick-. 


ness,” broke out in Europe, and extending 
to England, deprived the principal towns, 
according to Stowe, of half of their in- 
habitants. In. 1603, nearly forty thousand 
persons died of plague in London, About 
the same period, Constantinople is said to 


have lost two hundred thousand of its in- 


habitants by the same disease. As the 
age of oflicial statisties had not yet arisen, 
these numbers may have been oceasionally 
exaggerated; but the very vastness of the 
estimates, even if but) approximations, 
proves the frightful state of ‘mortality. 
It is to be regretted that we have not more 
exact accounts of these epidemics, so as to 
be able to determine whether they were 
identical in character, as the best medical 
writers conjecture, or really different, as 
their names imply. ee 

We come now to the pestilence which 


devasted London in 1665, and which is 
” 


commonly known as the ‘‘ Great Plague ” . 


It does not appear, after all, to have been 
as fatal as many which preceded it; and 


really. owns its preeminence to the vivid } 


descriptions left of it. This epidemie ap- 
peared in September, 1664, and after linger- 
ing all winter, began to rage violently as 
early as May. The summer set in unusual- 
ly hot. In the week ending 13th of June, 
112 had died of the disease; the next 
week the number rose to 168; the next to 
367; and the next to 470. Macaulay 
computes the population of London, at this 
time, at about half a million. By the 
middle of July, however, two hundred 
thousand had fled to the country.. The 
pestilence now began td increase with ap- 
palling rapidity. The deaths for the week 
ending with the Ist of August were 2010, 
and they rose steadily in numbere till the 
fifth of September having reached, for the 
week ending with the date 6988. The 
week following there was 6544; the week 
after that 7165; and the next week 5533. 
The.pestilence now rapidly abated. The 
mortality for the ensuing five weeks was, 
respectively, 4528, 4327, 2665, 1421, and 
and 1031. By the 5th of December, the 
weekly deaths from the plague had fallen 
to 210.

Blowing up of a Ship at Sea. 


Miracvunots Escape or PasseNGERS 
AND Crew.—The Victoria was freighted 
with a general cargo, among which were no 
fewer than 400 barrels of powder, and the 
circumstance of sucha ship taking passen- 
gers has attracted considerable notice.

Your readers may like to have a report 
from a traveler in Switzerland on the farming 
there, and of the ‘crops in France and Ger- 
many, seen in going to and returning from 
Switzerland. - 3 

The Rye was partly cut and the Wheat 


+ nearly ripe im the middle of July in the great 


piains forming the land Jevels of the Rhine 
in Belgium and Germany: they were much 
beaten down by wind and rain that it was 
ditficult to judge of the quantity ; no doubt 
the crop was injured by it, and it was weedy. 
The crop, therefore, must be deficient. In 
the end of August the only corn out in the 
undulating plains south-east of Paris was 
Oats. a scanty crop, not 16 bushels to the acre. 
The Wheat and Rye were all carried, and the 
stubbles ploughed. 

The great power of the sun, the less skill 
of the husbandman, anid the want of sufficient 
capital, combime to render-the average pro- 
duce of corn small in this great district — 
Excepting sear the large towns, little manure 
is procured No mack 
Water is seldom met with, excepting in the 
river valleys; so that tertility is contined to 
the vicinity of towns and to the valleys. The 
produce must, therefore, be strictly natural. 
such as the experiments of Dr. Daubeney 

“showed land capable of by simple tillage 
Without manure, which this district of light 
soil_ploughed in August vets; the sun not 


only destroyiag weeds, but also separating | 


those elements which the crop requires from 
the soil. This district is a perfeet contrast to 
green “England, with her tloeks and herds, 


her store of Turnips, rich natural Grasses. and 


Clover, with the assistance of farm imple- 
ments and artificial manures, with abundant 
Capital, and skillto apply it| About the great 
towns, as Strasbourg, fine crops of Carrots. 
Poppies, Hemp, Tobacco, and Clover are met 
with, and on the slopes the Vine is cultivated. 


Tie capitaland the manure ot the towns.

These valleys vary trom 1200 to 
2000 feet above the level of the sea; such 
elevations in’ England and Wales would be 
almost unproductive—arid, rocky, or boggy ; 
but there are few arid spots in Switzerland, 
and very little bog.

‘walleys are fertalized by irrigation, and the 
deposits of glacier and sand (a very fertile 
material derived from the gramte which their 
artificial water-courses spread over a large 
extent of pasture land, and to which we must 
“attribute the large produce in Grass, and. the 
great size of their timber and fruit trees.)— 
_ The Walnut, and the Cherry, and, in North 
Italy, the Spanish Chestnut, are found in 
great numbers, and growing to a large size 
in their valleys. 

We have noth:ng in England ‘to equal the 
fertility of some of their valleys; for in ad- 
dition to the moisture of their perpetual 
streams, Switzerland has a greater summer 
heat than England. Were it not for the

Let them stud our 
pasture lands, as gems of beauty and of 
comfort. Our cattle need the means of 


coolness in summer, and warmth in winter. 
Only by attending to this matter, shall we 
ever approach that excellence in this de- 
partment, which our British brethren have 
“attained. More depends upon cherishing 
the breeds we have, than upon importing 
new. Let trees line our highways. — 
Their roots and tops will be a little injuri- 
dus to the bordering lands, but not much; 
the weary traveler and his beast will rest

While too often the American neglects to 
surround himself with these conserrators of 
health and comfort; so that he and his 
family breathe air, not only scorching hot, 
but often surcharwed with carbon and 
monia, An American farm-house, Without 
trees at a little distance, (net so near as 
to produce injurions dampness, ) is of 
all taste, is unfaverablesto health and com- 
fort, and in utter disregard of the yreat 
law of adaptation to circumstances of situ- 
ation and climate.” 


Trees,—-On poor land or a 
rocky soil the chestnut is one of the most 
profitable forest trees that can be cultiva- 
ted. Its growth is very rapid, the timber 
is alWays in good demand, and the fruit is 
of considerable value, Some eultivate this 
tree for its fruit alone. We have often 
wondered that it is not more regarded as 
an ornamental tree, None grow larger, 
and few more syininetrical; its blossoms are 
handsome and unique, and so are its golden 
burrs and rich nuts. Parks and pleasure 
grounds should always be well supplied 
With chestnut trees; also with the black 


nut. Strange that these splendid fruit 
trees should be almost ostracised from or- 
namental grounds; it is mere caprice that 
has done it in these United States; in other 
countries they are highly prized and care- 
fully cultivated -—Agricu/turrr, 


Save tHe Deap Leaves.—lIt every hor- 
ticulturist would retlect for a moment on the 
nature of fallen leaves, which contain not 
only the vegetable matter but the earthly 
salts, lime, potash, &c., needed for the next 
season's growth—and that, too, exactly in the 
proportion required by the very tree and plant 
trom which they tall—nay, more, if they 
would cousider that it is precisely in this 
way, by the decomposition of these very 
fallen leaves, that nature enriches the soil, 
year alter year, in her great torests, it would 
be possible tor such retlecting 


swept away by every wind that blows, and 
finally lost altogether. A wise horticulturist 
will diligently collect, trom week to week. 
the Jeaves that fall under each tree, and by 
digging them under the soil about the roots, 
Where they will deeay and enrich that. soil, 
provide in the cheapest manner the best pos- 
sible food for that tree. In certain vineyards 
in France, the vines are kept in the highest 
condition by simply burying at their roots 
every leaf and branch that is pruned otf such 
vines, or that falls trom them at the end of
